The  family  as  an  institution  has  come 
under  considerable  attack  in  recent 
years.  An  important  contribution  to  the 
sociology  and  political  theory  of  the  fam- 
ily, this  book  provides  a  wide  range  of 
historical  and  contemporary  perspec- 
tives on  the  family  in  Western  tradition, 
reflecting  the  richness,  complexity,  and 
diversity  of  the  issues  involved.  One  of 
the  key  foci  of  the  book  is  the  need  to  re- 
consider the  family  as  a  potential  creator 
of  fully  realized  individuals,  rather  than  a 
nemesis  of  women. 

The  essays  are  basically  of  two  types. 
Some  explore  the  treatment  of  the  family 
by  such  classical  political  theorists  as 
Plato,  Aristotle,  Montesquieu,  Rousseau, 
Hegel,  John  Stuart  Mill,  Harriet  Taylor 
Mill,  and  Nietzsche.  Others  are  provoca- 
tive and  recent  pieces  on  historical  as 
well  as  contemporary  family  theory,  in- 
cluding articles  on  Marxism  and  the 
working-class  family,  Kafka  and  Laingon 
the  "trapped  consciousness,"  feminist 
theories  of  the  family,  and  the  contribu- 
tions of  the  Frankfurt  School  of  Critical 
Theory  to  our  understanding  of  the 
family.

Based  upon  a  thorough  understanding 
of  the  evolution  of  Black  English  and  the 
development  of  American  culture,  Black 
English  and  the  Mass  Media  integrates 
mass  communications  /  journalism  and 
linguistics  within  a  broad  theoretical  and 
historical  framework. 

From  analysis  of  the  mass  media,  Dr. 
Brasch  develops  a  major  new  theory  to 
explain  the  historical  development  of 
Black  English,  which  he  identifies  as  a 
valid  dialect,  and  to  present  a  hypothesis 
that  may  explain  historical  development 
of  genre. 

Extensive  description  and  analysis  of 
data  from  the  mass  media  justify  the 
Cycle  Theory  of  American  Black  English. 
According  to  Dr.  Brasch,  concern  for 
American  Black  English  has  fallen  within 
five  separate  and  distinct  cycles — each  of 
which  existed  for  twenty-five  to  forty 
years — with  a  peak  period  near  the  mid- 
point of  the  cycle  and  followed  by  an  in- 
tercycle of  between  ten  and  twenty  years. 
He  contends  that  each  cycle  not  only 
contained  a  greater  volume  of  materials 
than  the  previous  cycle  but  was  domi- 
nated by  a  different  genre  from  that  of  the 
previous  cycle — just  as  the  mass  media 
were  dominated  by  different  genres  at 
various  times. 

The  cycles  are  identified  as  the  Colo- 
nial-Revolutionary Cycle  (ca.  1 765-ca. 
1 800),  the  Antebellum  Cycle  (ca.  1 820- 
ca.  1 860),  the  Reconstruction  Cycle  (ca. 
1 867-ca.  1 902),  the  Negro  Renaissance 
Cycle  (ca.  1 91 5-ca.  1 940),  and  the  Civil 
Rights  Cycle  (ca.  1 958-ca.  mid-1 980s). 
A  sixth  cycle  and  subsequent  ones  are 
predicted.

In  the  long  and  rich  tradition  of  political 
thought,  the  concept  of  the  state  has  de- 
veloped from  certain  assumptions  about 
human  nature.  This  poses  a  perennial 
problem  for  political  philosophy:  how  to 
derive  a  concept  of  society  from  the 
image  of  persons  as  individuals.  It  is  this 
problem  that  unites  the  very  different 
thinkers  in  this  book,  and  their  answers  to 
it  are  still  with  us.  Machiavelli,  Hobbes, 
Locke,  Rousseau,  Hegel,  and  Marx— 
Rauch  has  selected  these  six  as  the 
thinkers  whose  work  has  proven  to  be 
"the  most  vitally  and  dangerously  inter- 
esting" from  the  vantage  point  of  the  late 
twentieth  century. 

Machiavelli's  discussion  of  the  state  as 
a  work  of  art  and  his  completely  political 
criteria  for  analyzing  strong  and  weak 
states  are  presented  both  as  a  challenge 
to  subsequent  theory  and  as  the  begin- 
ning of  modern  political  philosophy.  In 
a  fascinating  account  of  the  origins  of  so- 
cial obligations  and  social  restrictions  as 
seen  by  Hobbes,  Locke,  and  Rousseau, 
the  author  proceeds  with  considerable 
subtlety  to  analyze  how  they  came  to 
their  differing  conclusions  about  valid 
and  illegitimate  constraints  on 
personal  freedom. 

Exploring  the  contributions  of  Hegel 
and  then  Marx,  Rauch  shows  how 
Hegel ' s  accou  nt  of  state  power,  a i  m  i  ng  at 
the  unity  of  interests  of  citizen  and  state, 
is  based  on  a  very  unique  model  of 
human  reason.  Marx,  in  attacking  this 
view,  saw  civil  society  as  a  bourgeois 
form  which  must  be  transcended  in  the 
interests  of  the  human  species  as 
a  whole.

Criticism  of  the  modern  Anglo-American 
novel  correctly  describes  its  presentation 
of  a  world  influx,  in  which  values  are  rel- 
ative and  the  fictional  hero  is  confronted 
by  a  dizzying  succession  of  situations 
and  ideologies.  While  these  phenomena 
are  often  noted,  it  is  Nadeau's  contribu- 
tion to  expl  icitly  connect  these  themes  of 
contemporary  fiction  with  the  advances 
of  physics  in  our  century  and  to  concen- 
trate on  those  novelists  who  have  most 
profoundly  grasped  the  implications  of 
modern  physics  for  the  form  and  content 
of  the  novel. 

Nadeau's  analysis  of  the  works  of  John 
Fowles,  John  Barth,  John  Updike,  Kurt 
Vonnegut,  Jr.,  Thomas  Pynchon,  Tom 
Robbins,  and  Don  DeLillo  clarifies  the 
manner  in  which  each  relies  on  analo- 
gies and  models  derived  from  physical 
science  and  the  attitudes  toward  reality 
that  their  use  of  such  models  conveys. 
Fowles  is  presented  as  a  writer  who 
shows  that  the  constructing  of  alternate 
conceptions  of  the  real — in  The  Magus 
— is  an  expression  of  that  creative  energy 
which  is  the  life  of  the  cosmos.  Barth's 
preoccupation  with  the  role  of  the 
human  imagination  as  maker  and  trans- 
former of  mundane  reality  is  discussed  in 
connection  with  the  new  physics,  as  is 
Updike's  concern  with  the  correspon- 
dence between  activities  on  the  level  of 
subatomic  processes  and  the  neuro- 
physiological  processes  in  the  brain. 
Vonnegut's  novels  are  shown  to  present  a 
more  modern  cosmology  than  that  of 
previous,  "old-fashioned"  novelists  and 
Pynchon's  elaborate  fictional  inter- 
connections finally  expose  a  world  in 
which  the  correlates  do  not  add  up  to  a 
universe  that  is  logically  constructed. 
Robbins  is  interesting  for  writing  as 
though  his  readers  already  know  the  con- 
cepts of  the  new  physics  which  other 
novelists  present  and  DeLillo,  like 
Pynchon,  believes  in  treating  the  self  as 
part  of  a  unified  process  in  the  space-time 
continuum.  Nadeau  also  establishes  the 
idea  that  concepts  from  the  new  physics 


undermine  basic  features  of  traditional 
Western  metaphysics,  and  that  these 
novelists  are  attempting  in  their  fiction  to 
fashion  a  new  conception  of  meta- 
physical reality  more  consistent  with  the 
present  understanding  of  the  physics  of 
natural  process.

Current  debates  about  critical  theory  are 
extensively  concerned  with  the  nature 
and  structure  of  language,  the  signifi- 
cance of  literary  works  and  standards  for 
assessing  them,  and  the  philosophical 
analysis  of  meaning  and  intention.  A 
comprehensive  summary  of  this  debate 
and  also  a  major  contribution  to  it,  Act 
and  Quality  is  an  exceptionally  clear  pre- 
sentation of  the  philosophical  and  lin- 
guistic issues  with  which  sophisticated 
criticism  must  come  to  terms. 

Ranging  in  his  points  of  contact  from  a 
discussion  of  Derrida's  critical  theories  to 
the  later  works  of  Wittgenstein  and 
speech  act  theory,  the  author  presents  a 
dramatistic  account  of  the  meaning  of  lit- 
erary texts.  This  approach  enables  Altieri 
to  avoid  equating  meaning  with  theme, 
response,  or  textual  codes,  and  to  explain 
the  fallacies  of  the  critical  theories  of 
those  who  do.  He  argues  that  meaning 
depends  on  intention  in  the  fictional 
work.  Since  intention  establishes  the 
general  nature  of  the  act  performed,  it  al- 
lows readers  to  characterize  and  assess 
the  qualities  it  demonstrates  as  possible 
ways  of  coming  to  terms  with  imagined 
representative  situations.  In  discussing 
this  position,  Altieri  tries  to  strike  a  bal- 
ance between  overly  rigorous  standards 
of  meaning  derived  from  the  sciences 
and  deconstructionist  strategies  that  call 
all  criteria  into  question.

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In  this  important  work,  Normand  Berlin 
attempts  to  isolate  and  discuss  the  endur- 
ing substance  of  tragedy —the  "secret 
cause"  that  James  Joyce  believed  lies  at 
the  heart  of  tragic  terror.  Berlin  deals  ex- 
clusively with  drama  because  he  feels 
that  the  tragic  spirit  is  most  immediately 
felt  in  drama  and  continues  to  find  its 
most  effective  manifestations  there. 

Beginning  with  Oedipus  Rex,  the  play 
that  inspired  Aristotle's  theory  of  tragedy, 
Berlin  discusses  the  interesting  connec- 
tion between  the  indeterminacy  princi- 
ple of  modern  physics  and  the  mysterious 
tragic  destiny  into  which  Oedipus 
stumbles. 

Other  chapters  indicate  the  scope  of 
the  book:  "Love:  Sophocles'  Antigone 
and  Anouilh's  Antigone";  "Passion: 
Hippolytus,  Phaedra,  Desire  Under  the 
Elms";  "Death:  Hamletand  Rosencrantz 
and  Cuildenstern  Are  Dead";  "Bound- 
ary Situation:  King  Lear  and  Waiting  for 
Godot";  "Waiting:  The  Three  Sisters  and 
Riders  to  the  Sea";  "Doom-session:  The 
Master  Builder,  The  Visit,  Death  of  a 
Salesman";  "On  the  Road  and  On  the 
Rock:  Easy  Rider  and  Prometheus 
Bound";  "The  Mysterious  Tune:  Tragic 
Pleasure." 

In  his  search  for  the  "secret  cause," 
Berlin  provides  many  insights  that  chal- 
lenge the  readertothinkabout tragedy  in 
more  profound  terms.

"Ma"  Rainey  (Gertrude  Pridgett,  1886- 
1 939)  was  America's  first  major  woman 
blues  singer.  Recording  star,  songwriter, 
actress,  dancer,  and  comedienne,  she 
was  one  of  the  greatest  blues  artists  of  the 
1 920s,  reaching  a  wide  audience  of  both 
blacks  and  whites  through  her  ir  imense- 
ly  successful  recordings  and  stage  per- 
formances. A  central  if  long-overlooked 
figure  in  black  culture,  she  was  highly  re- 
spected by  her  blues  contemporaries  and 
has  had  great  influence  on  singers  and 
musicians  throughout  the  twentieth 
century. 

While  she  wrote  and  performed  all 
types  of  music,  Rainey  was  a  pioneer  of 
the  Classic  Blues,  a  synthesis  of  country 
blues,  black  minstrelsy,  and  vaudeville 
performed  almost  exclusively  by 
women.  Despite  some  commercial  influ- 
ences, her  recorded  songs  drew  heavily 
on  black  folk  culture  for  attitudes  about 
men,  women,  and  especially  love,  artic- 
ulating a  clearly  female  perspective  and 
showing  a  stronger  affinity  to  these  folk 
traditions  than  the  work  of  any  other  con- 
temporary female  blues  artist  of  equal 
stature. 

In  Mother  of  the  Blues,  Sandra  R.  Lieb 
provides  the  first  substantive  biographi- 
cal study  of  Rainey,  accurate  transcrip- 
tions for  seventy-four  of  her  recorded 
song  lyrics  (authenticated  at  the  Copy- 
right Division  of  the  Library  of  Congress), 
an  examination  of  her  recording  style, 
and  a  scholarly  analysis  of  women's  lives 
as  reflected  in  blues  lyrics.  In  addition  to 
Rainey's  love  songs,  which  show  women 
responding  assertively  to  mistreatment 
by  men,  Lieb  discusses  her  songs  of 
comedy  and  cynicism,  which  place  the 
women  narrators  in  broader  social  and 
communal  environments.

A  former  Mississippi  River  pilot,  Mark 
Twain  had  for  years  wanted  to  write  a 
standard  work  on  the  river  and  its  society 
that,  like  Roughing  It,  would  combine 
first-hand  observation  and  experience 
with  historical  fact.  The  result  was  Lifeon 
the  Mississippi,  published  in  1883.  Mark 
Twain  scholars,  however,  have  criticized 
this  work,  f i ndi ng  the  second  part  far  i nfe- 
rior  to  the  first — uneven,  disordered,  per- 
haps even  hastily  thrown  together. 

In  this  first  book-length  study  in  English 
of  the  genesis  and  composition  of  Life  on 
the  Mississippi,  Horst  H.  Kruse  argues 
that  the  book  as  a  whole  is  indeed  a 
"standard  work"  on  the  river  and  that  its 
second  part  in  particular  fulfills  Mark 
Twain's  original  design.  Kruse  covers  the 
eighteen-year  period  from  1 866,  when 
Twain  first  mentioned  his  plan  to  write  a 
book  about  the  Mississippi,  to  1 883, 
when  the  book  was  published.  He  places 
special  emphasis  on  the  course  of  com- 
position during  1 882,  when  the  bulk  of 
the  manuscript  was  written.  In  addition 
to  exploring  the  author's  intentions  in 
writing  the  book  and  the  creative  im- 
pulses that  shaped  it,  Kruse  examines  the 
various  materials  and  sources  Mark 
Twain  used  and  shows  how  they  are  re- 
flected in  the  finished  work. 

Originally  published  in  German,  this 
important  study  is  virtually  unknown  in 
the  United  States.  The  English  version  in- 
cludes a  foreword  by  Everett  Emerson;  it 


has  been  expanded  and  updated  to  in- 
corporate the  most  recent  scholarship 
on  Twain. 

Kruse  has  done  "an  impressive  job  of 
research,  and  the  book  shows  it.  He  [has] 
produced  a  good  example  of  the  scholar- 
ly inquiry  that  begins  with  an  apparently 
pedestrian  subject ...  but  by  persistent 
digging  reveals  larger  significance.  For 
example,  Professor  Kruse  demonstrates, 
with  evidence  from  all  conceivable  pub- 
lished and  unpublished  sources,  that 
Mark  Twain  came  to  think  of  his  project
